“First—Her Majesty thé Queen Regent

& suspension of hostilities. General Blanco 
has been ordered to proclaim today an armis- 
tice without conditions. He will determine 
later the duration and details of this armis- 
tice, so as to carry out the generous inten- 
tions of her Majesty and the wishes of the 
friends of peace. 
Second—Her Majesty's government has 
kranted to the Island of Cuba institutions as 
liberal as those enjoyed by Canada under 
the British flag. The Cuban Chambers will 
meet on the 4th of next May. It will be 
their duty and privilege to put into practice 
end develop these institutions.

Threatened Uprising Against the Gov-

Lee Is Angry. 

The slight angered Lee, but he preserved 
his temper admirably, and the formal ad- 
dresses were exchanged. The palace was 
crowded with Spanish officers who had come 
to see the American Consul General depart- 
ing. He walked alone down the corridors 
and through the palace courtyard to his 
carriage, no escort being offered to him. 
The officers muttered curses and insults to 
Americans as Lee passed them, but he 
looked neither to the right nor to the left, 
and was driven down to a landing wharf 
go aboard the Fern. . 

This treatment by Blanco caused General 
Lee to write a note in very strong language, 
which, however, he tore up after reflection. 
But as the Fern was sailing out of the harbor 
he said to the pilot: “ Tell Blanco that this 
is the:last ship of the American navy which 
will pass out of this harbor with the Spani 
fag flying over Morro Castle, and that ou 
next war vessel in this port will salute the 
Stars and Stripes over every fortress of 
Havana.“ 

On the way to the wharf the crowds yelled 
“ Fuera,” which means “ Get out,” after the 
Consul General’s carriage, and whistled, 
which is the Spanish style of hissing. The 
water front was black with massed thou- 
sands, who shouted “ Death to the American 
pigs!” 

Lee sent back this message to them: 

“ You can whistle now, but when we come 
back you'll whistle a different tune.“ 


Toasts to the Maine’s Crew. 
When the handful of Americans with Lee 
met for the last time in the café of the 
Hotel Inglaterra champagne was opened 
and this toast was drunk standing: Here's 
to the officers and the men of the Maine 
and the good ship destroyed in Havana har- 
bor by Spanish mines.” 

After this was drunk the glasses were 
emptied to this sentiment: “ Fifty guns 
for every man lost on the Maine and fifty 
dead Spaniards for every gun.” ; 

Consul Barker of Sagua la Grande was one 
of the party which left Havana on the Fern. 
Just before he left his consulate he ran 
to the top of the staff the American flag, 
which had been half-masted since Feb. 15 
for the Maine victims, and let Old Glory 
fly thus for a.day.

Lee’s stay was brief in Key West. Th 
Olivette, which had come in at 2:30 o’clock 
in the morning with some 270 “ exodusters,” 
was held to carry General Lee and Consul .

Tuesday they will be in Washington.

INDIANS ANXIOUS TO ENLIST. 


oneidas Offer to Raise a Company of 
Soldiers to Fight Against 
Spain. 


Appleton, Wis., April 10.—[Special.J—A 
delegation of a dozen Indians from the 
Oneida Reservation is in the city endeavor- 
ing to make arrangements for the enlist- 
ment of a number of Indians in case of war 
with Spain. They were disappointed in not 
being able to find any one with authority 
to enlist them at once. A company of 100, 
and possibly two companies, could be raised 
on the reservation in a few hours, and the 
most of the enlistments would be young men. 
They think that if they prove their worth in 
war against Spain they could be made citi- 
nens and show they were competent to 
manage their own affairs. The Oneidas are 
the most civilized of the American Indians, 
and are as a rule prosperous farmers. The 
desire to become citizens is behind the war 
spirit, which is said to be high on the reserva-

2 
But way off in one corner of the roads 
les an affair looking something like a canal 
boat with a house top attachment like the 
shanty boats down about Golconda, Polk 
County, Illy This craft has attracted little 
or no attention here, and yet it contains the 
deadliest outfit of the whole lot.

It is filled with mines, which are to be used 
to blow up any Spanish man-of-war that 
may attempt to come into the roads. These 
mines are made of explosives confined in 
gelvanized iron cylinders, looking for all 
the world like charges for soda water. 
Captain Casey of the engineer corps is lay- 
ing the wires in the roads and the mines 
will be put into position in a day or two. 
These are pretty stirring times at Old 
Point Comfort. Yesterday morning quite a 
lot of young officers came in from the naval 
academy to take the places of the older 
men, who had the night before been de- 
tached from duty and ordered to what 18 
known as the Mosquito fleet.“ They were 
young fellews, too young, in fact, to have 
beards or mustaches.

But the B:rook- 
lyn of eight months ago and the Brooklyn of 
today are vastly different looking boats; | 
The new Brooklyn, like all the other ves- 
sels of the navy, has been repainted. It 
is now the color of a newly blackened cooking 
range. It is of a dull, leaden hue. The 
brasses which were the pride of the officers 
and the terror of the men who had to clean 
them are now the color of the hull itself. 
The officers’ quartets have been stripped of 
their handsome belongings. The rugs and 
the portiéres and the easy chairs and the 
clathes presses are all gone. The remarque 
proof etchings and engravings, which hung 
up in the wardraoms have been carefully 
boxed and sent ashore. The officers have 
gent their trunks home to their families. 
They have retained only their uniforms. 


Captain Cook of the Brooklyn hasn't over 


$4 worth of furniture in his room, and that 
is government property. 

The Captain is an old sailor and he knows 
a bit about trouble on the high seas. Two 
wicked looking lead colored guns show their 
muzzles through portholes in Commodore 
Schley’s cabin. There isn’t a vestige of 


woodwork left on the deck of the boat. And 


as for the Texas, its decks are as clear as a 
bowling alley at a schützenfest. 


Where Others Fought. 

Five huge war vessels and a ram lay off 
Fort Monroe in the roads. Right here 
was fought a battle which upset all plans of 
naval architecture and warfare up to that 
time. For in these waters the Monitor and 
the Merrimac demonstrated the superiority 
of ironclads over wooden vessels. This con- 
flict marked a new era in the naval circles 
of the world. The vessels which lie in the 
roads here swinging with the tide are but 
the developments of the Monitor-Merrimae 
fight. Yet a single shot from a ten-inch 
gun would knock the turret clear off the 
old Monitor and would go through the Mer- 
rimac from end to end as easily as a ball 
from a Mauser rifle would perforate a well- 
ripened canteloupe. 

These big war vessels are loaded for bear. 
They are filled with shells and torpedoes, 
gunpowder and gun cotton, fighting men, 
and, best of all, fighting officers, who com- 
mand them. As above written, every one of 
them is stripped for action. When some of 


the old time vessels went into a fight they | 


took up the false deck they had and cast 
it astern. All these vessels have to do is 
to lash their boats together and swing them 
out at the end of the hawsers. Then they 
are ready for fight. 

They are crammed full of munitions of 
war. Steam is up night and day; their fires 
are banked, but the black smoke rolls out 
of their funnels, and they could get out of 
the roads and into the ocean on one hour’s 
rotice. Just as fast as the vessels burn coal 
a little tender steams up and replenishes the 
stock. This little tug visits the different 
vessels three or four times a day, and the 
deck of the Brooklyn, and the other ves- 
sels, too, for the matter of that, are piled up 
with bags of coal. The whole aspect of the 
boats is warlike; they look somber and 
formidable, and to quote an expression in 
vogue in southern Illinois, “They look 


nasty.“ 
J All Are Serious. 

The crews do not seem to be hilarious 
over the prospect of the fight. Every moth- 
er’s son of them, from wardroom boy up to 
Commodore, appreciates the solemnity of 
the occasion. No word of idle boast, no 
word of jest is heard on these men-of-war. 
But what a fight they will put up if it comes 
to a pinch. They've got the material, and 
they’ve got the guns and the torpedoes, and 
out upon the seas they will sail to do battle 
whenever the message comes over the wires, 
be it night or day. 

These fighting boats have been written up 
time and time again. To this extent they 
no longer possess the charm of novelty of 
news. Their pictures may be seen in every 
little country town in the West. Yet a 
man who has never seen them can gain 
no adequate idea of their proportions and 
immensity. 

During the war of the rebellion naval 
fights were largely made with great, big, 
smooth-bore guns, all muzzle-loaders. Now 
they are breechloaders and every one rifled. 
There are oh the Massachusetts four thir- 
teen-inch guns, and the thirteen-inch gun is 
pretty nearly as long as a North Side grip 
car and the car proper. They shoot about 
eight or ten miles, and with one of them sta- 
tioned at State and Madison streets a shell 
could be landed nicely down in South Chi- 


cago. 

These boats bristle with cannon and their 
ugly-looking muzzles protrude covery place 
a porthole.can be devised by human inge- 
nuity. One of these little pipestem affairs 
can, it is said on good authority, do more 
damage than what was known in war times 
as a columbiad. 

On the boats Massachusetts, Texas, Brook- 
lyn, Minneapolis, and Columbia are 2,317 
sailors and 168 officers. This is said by*the 
old-timers to be the largest aggregation of 
ships ever seen in the roads since war times, 
the rendezvous of 1893 always excepted. Yet 
Captain Cook could take the Brooklyn and 
wipe off the water every vessel that was 
here during the war of the rebellion. The 
boats lie in a semicircle, the Brooklyn, the 
flagship, being nearest the ocean. Then 
come the Massachusetts, the Minneapolis, 


‘the Columbia, and the Texas, in the order 


named. 
Glimpses of the Ram. al 

To the right of these is anchored the ram 
Katahdin, a ‘curious looking craft. A foot 
or two of deck Above the water is all that 
can be seen of it. This engine of destruction 
has @ prow of chilled steel about twenty 
feet long. Its engines are so powerful that

and Farragut and Porter and the more mod- 
ern men, Schley and Cook, Sands, and all 
the other Captains. They begin early and 
generally they put in a lifetime at it. They 
may look anything but warlike, but they 
are Tankees and they are fighters. These 
lads ‘didn’t bring much with them in the 
way of baggage. A little trunk full of 
clothes and a sword or two completed their 
outfit. They'll get there in time. 


Discipline Is Strict. 


Exceedingly strict orders are in effect. 
None of the men are seen lounging around 
Fortress Monroe. The crews are kept on 
board the ships. The drilling is incessant. 
It begins at 7 in the morning and never stops 
until sundown. Some of the officers, when 
not on watch, come ashore in the evening 
for an hour or two, but not one of them ever 
ventures 200 yards away from the dock, 
where the steam launches of the various 
vessels are in constant waiting. Orders to 
go out to sea are expected every minute 


now. The telegraph offices here are kept 


open night and day, and nobody knows 
when these orders will come. Commodore 
Schley will get them. They may possibly 
come by special messenger, or they may 
come in cipher over the wire. So soon as 
they are received Commodore Schley will 
go to his flagship, and by means ot signals 
order his fleet to follow the flagship out into 
the ocean. When he gets far, far from 
land he will flash the information to his 
Captains, giving them their orders. They 
are ready to go. 

Ordinarily, a small vessel in port is open 
to the general public at all reasonable hours. 
The big boats swarm with visitors, and 
functions of all descriptions are held on 
shore.. But it isn’t so at Fortress Monroe 
now. Commodore Schley is a strict dis- 
ciplinarian, and the same can truthfully 
be written of his Captains. They will al- 
low nobody on board their ts if they 
can possibly avoid it. Occasionally some 
man comes armed with the proper creden- 
tials from the Navy department, and then 
nothing is too good for him on any of the 
battleships. 

Fortress Monroe, half a century ago, was 
considered quite an up-to-date fortification. 
It had great, thick walls, and the moat and 
all that sort of thing. The civil war proved 
its inefficiency, and about the most valuable 
service it rendered was as a place of con- 
finement for Confederate prisoners. The 
fort commands the entrances to the James 
and Potomac Rivers. It furnished protec- 
tion for Norfolk, Richmond, Washington, 
Baltimore, Annapolis, and numerous minor 


cities, 
Colonel Frank’s Defense. 


Colonel Frank, who is the commandant of 
the post, -has built a couple of earthen 
works here of the most modern style. Al- 
though not one-eighth as large as old Fort- 
ress Monroe, they can do more execution in 
one hour than the old fort could accomplish 


in a year. So closely are these works guard- 


ed that no outsider has been permitted to 
see them since they were anywhere near 
completed. The extent of their armament 
is unknown outside of governmental cir- 
cles. Between Casey’s mines and Captain 
Frank's fortifications a war vessel of a 
foreign power would have a sorry time of it 


‘| In Hampton Roads. 


Commodore Schley is the one man of all 
others down here. He is in command of a 
squadron equivalent in army circles to that 
of an army corps. With the exception of 
the two battleships, his vessels are foot- 
racers. They are intended to prey on com- 
merce and make all manner of swift move- 
ments. Commodore Schley quite approves 
of the change in color of the war vessels. He 
says he has been contending for this color 
all-the time he has been in the navy. The 
Commodore insists that the color is a neutral 
one. Nature, he says, provides for every 
form of life a covering in conformity with 
its habitat. The polar bear is white, but a 
woods bear is a brown. Birds of the arctic 
region are all white. And he calls atten- 
tion to the fact that beasts and birds change 
the color of their covering at every season 
of the year. These birds and beasts have 
these colors as a means of eluding their 
enemies and so as not to be too conspicuous. 
The color, he maintains, is just what it 
should be. Black is too positivé and dead 
white is nothing, so Commodore Schley is 
satisfied. 

The Commodore isin a good deal of trouble 
these days, because all the big newspapers 
are besieging him with applications to allow 
their favorite spellbinders to go with 


his fleet as special correspondents. Com- 


modore Schley, however, made up his mind 
not to allow any representatives to accom- 
pany the fleet, the press assoclations alone 
excepted. Every movement on the part of 


‘the officers here is closely watched by the 


correspondents of the big dailies of the coun- 
try. Commodore Schley is not given to 
talking and neither are his Captains. 

The officers of the Texas are getting ready 
to do something great with their boat ir 
ever an opportunity presents itself. The 
Texas has been hoodooed for some time, 
so to speak. It has been run aground and 
sunk in a dry dock, and all that sort of 
thing. It is said to be the steadiest and 
most seaworthy boat in the squadron, and 
Captain Philip expects to give a good ac- 
count of himself in case of action. 

But everybody who comes here wants to 
see the Brooklyn. It's the flagship and it's 
a corker.“ The Texas is the sister ship 
to the Maine. The Columbia and the Minne- 
apolis are made from the same model. The 
battleships are huge steel fortifications. 
The Brooklyn is a sprinter and so is the 
Minneapolts. 

These boats may get away from here in 
less than thirty-six hours. Much depends 
upon the President's message tomorrow. 
If armed intervention. is ordered you can 
look for this fleet to leave the roads, but

From these sources he drew a mass of in- 
teresting information. He believes thor- 
oughly in the insurgent army; was told 
by a man who should know that the Maine 
was in danger from torpedoes but three days 
before the explosion; saw the inside of Morro 
castle; and thoroughly sounded the senti- 
ments of all classes of the people. Among 
other things he saw and heard were those 
which lead him to believe there will be a 
secret combination between Mexico and 
Spain, and that should this country seek to 
recognize Cuban independence, affairs will 
be so manipulated that it will be the auton- 
omist government and not the insurgents 
which will secure the advantage. 

Mr. Ferria gives the sources of his informa- 
tion, which is a rare thing in a man talking 
under such circumstances. He certainly has 
the education and training which would en- 
able him to pose, as he did, for a French 
merchant from Martinique and mingle with 
the Spanish officers in Havana. He went to 
Matanzas the first of February and speedily 
learned it would be dangerous to claim 
American citizenship. His passport was ac- 
cordingly left behind him upon the advice 
of Americans there, and even Consul Brink- 
erhoff saidtohim: “ If you are an American 
don't admit it. We are powerless to protect 
vou.“ He accordingly became a Frenchman 
for the time being, speaking only in French 
and professing an utter ignorance of the 
conditions in the United States. . 


Visit to Insurgent Camps. 


These are the circumstances he relates 
of his introduction to Cuba. He had gone 
_there in response to the request of friends 
who wanted him to find whethervor not an 
adventurous young man was in one of the 
Cuban camps. He accordingly went first 
to the great insurgent camp of Barrancas, 
where Barceda commands, and after his 
mission was accomplished became interest- 
ed in the situation and went on to Havana 
to mingle with the Spanish officers and learn 


| their side of it. 


The most interesting things he saw were 
in connection with Morro Castle and the 
harbor of Havana. He firmly believes he 
saw the connecting link between the mine 
that exploded the Maine and the great 
fortress which now towers above the wreck. 
He says: 

arrived in Havana a few days before 
the explosion, and one afternoon I happened 
to meet on the street an officer in the English 
army—Mr. Beaumay—whom I had known in 
Europe. I stopped and chatted with him 
and our conversation turned to the great 
white ship out in the harbor. What this man 
was doing in Havana I don’t know, but he 
is a commissioned officer in the English 
service, and I don’t believe he was on leave. 
He was watching things closely and said: 
That harbor is full of mines and Captain 


gerously near one of them. Those buoys 
out there look harmless enough, but under 
some of them are mines big enough to blow 
any warship in existence out of the water. 
I happen to know they are there, and also 
that the Maine is almost directly over one 
of them.’ 

Through this English officer I was able 
to secure a pass to the inaccessible fortress 
of Morro, and with a young SpAniard of 
Havana I went through it the next day. 
This was on Feb. 12. We passed guard 
after guard, who all asked for our passes, 
and finally were turned back from where 
some men were digging near the wall which 
overlooks the harbor. The sergeant would 
not allow us to go near that spot. We 
turned back and walked toward the rear 
of the fortress, but here we encountered a 
line of pacing sentries who would not allow 
us to pass. 


_ Evidences of a Mine. 


My compannion did not seem surprised, 
but pointed to a small wooden building just 
beyond the sentries and explained that 
there was where the wires were worked 
which controlled the mines in the harbor. 
Almost as he spoke I tripped over an ele- 
vation in the ground and, looking, saw a 
line, such as a half burted conduit of small 
ting would make, leading from this bulld- 
ing straight toward where the men were 
digging, and straight toward the buoys 
floating in the harbor. I have no doubt that 
day they were repairing the wires which 
were used so soon after to blow up the 
Maine.“ 

Another startling statement Mr. Ferria 
made concerned the relations between Spain 
and Mexico. He secured this information 
after his return to Tampa. He said: 

“TJ was sitting in the vestibule of the lit- 
tle inn at Tampa the morning after my ar- 
rival there, half asleep, when three men sat 
down near me and began talking in Span- 
ish. One of them seemed to be a telegraph 
operator. They were talking about going 
to Vera Cruz, and from what they said Iam 
positive there was a scheme to transmit in- 
forrration secured by spies in this country to 
Spain by way of Mexico. They discussed a 
cipher, which was so arranged that ele- 
grams conveying the market reports would 
give the information. The operator was to 
be in Mexico and receive these, while the 
others were to remain in this country. 4 
week later I happened to be in St. Louis, and 
on Fourth street I saw one of these men. I 
followed him to the Lindell House, where he 
greeted another Spaniard and the two went 
up-stairs. I was told soon after my ar- 
rival in Havana by Lieutenant Saavedra 
and other Spanish officers that in case of 
war Spain would use the Mexican ports as 
coaling stations. It may be surprising to 
some Americans to learn of this sentiment 
in Mexico, but I

even those that have been given publicity 


by the newspaper correspondents in the 
field. He saw countless instances of fami 
lies broken up and fortunes ruined, of death, 
desolation, and destruction, of all the hor- 
rors of one of the most horrible wars in 
history. He said: 

“An American named George L. Stinson 
owned a-sugar plantation outside Matanzas 
when the concentration order was promul- 
gated. Even before they had an opportunt- 
ty to leave, a detachment ‘of Spanish 
soldiers fell upon the plantation, burned the 
standing cane, tore down the buildings, 
rified the house, and turned the family out 
into the open air. Stinson went at once 
to Matanzas, where he protested to Consul 
Brice. That official told him, without the 
form of going through with a protest to 
Spain and an appeal to the United States, 
that nothing could be done; that the Wash- 
ington government gave him no power to 
secure redress for such grievances; that the 
case was but one of a hundred, and much as 
he would like to aid there was nothing he 
could do. 

“ So it was that this American family who 
had been wealthy when the war began found 
themselves driven into the squalor of Ma- 
tangas. There they were forced to re- 
main until they could communicate with 
their friends in this country and return 
here to the flag which had proven itself un- 
able to protect them. I was told the cir- 
cumstances by Mrs. Stinson, who was a 
passenger on the same steamer coming over 
to Key West.” 

There was another story he told, and, al- 
though the suffering family was a Cuban 
and not an American group, the cause of 
their distress and destruction was Lieuten- 
ant Adams, and American from New Hamp- 
sb tre, serving in the Cuban army, who told 
Mi. Ferrira the story. 


As Bad as the Inquisition. 


“ Lieutenant Adams had been wounded in 
a skirmish a short time before I saw him 
in the insurgent camp and so. badly hurt 
he could not be carried back to the moun- 
tains. His comrades accordingly left him 
with another wounded soldier in a cave in 
the sugar plantation owned by this Cuban 
family, which undertook to care for the 
men until they could be moved. I cannot 
give the name,, but the oldest daughter is 
now in this country and I have letters from 
‘her, 

In some way the news of the presence 
of these men was carried to the Spanish 
officers guarding the Cardenas plantation 
near by and one afternoon they dashed up 
to the house. The oldest son, a boy of 20, 
was outside. They seized him and bound 
him to tree because he denied the pres- 
ence of the rebels. The daughter and 
younger children had gone to the cave with 
food for the wounded men, but the others 
of the family rushed out. The Spanish 
officer told the father if he did not give up 
the rebels they would cut the son to pieces. 
The boy was brave and cried out to his 
father not to tell. The Spanish swords 
fell and one arm was hacked away. The 
maddened father rushed to his aid, but was 
overpowered. The boy was killed and then 
the father was tied to the tail of a horse, 
which was fired with oll and sent galloping 
through the cane fields. The mother was 
knocked on the head, thrown inside the 
house, and the building fired. The return- 
ing children found everything gone and the 
frightened negroes about the place told 
them what had happened. A few days later 
the wounded soldiers were removed and the 
children ultimately reached this country.” 

Barranceas camp, which Mr. Ferrira vis- 
ited, he describes as being placed high up 
in the mountains on a plateau. It is a 
permanent camp, which has been there 
ever since the war began and has never 
been disturbed. It would take the whole 
Spanish army to reach it with a large 
enough force left over to do any damage 
when they arrived. There, are 1,700 men 
in the camp, who are thoroughly earnest, 
conscientious soldiers, although they are 
poorly armed and equipped. 


Poorly Dressed but Patriotic. 


In a dress parade he witnessed the 800 men 
who took part were clothed in fully twenty 
different varieties of uniform. They were 
almost all Cubans of the usual blood, inuth 
of which is mixed with negro. He cays, 
however, the men are not negroes such as 
we have here and that the percentage of 
whites is very large. The blood isin a great 
part from our own Southern States, with the 
negro and Spanish blood mixed with it. 
While he was there several large burdles 
of newspapers were distributed among the 
troops, and, although they were American 
papers, almost every man in camp was scon 
busy reading a portion of one of them. 
They are not the ignorant negroes and half 
breeds which they are supposed to be. 

He saw Genera! Calixto Garcia while with- 
in the insurgent lines and describes him as 
appearing very much as General Grant did 
during the civil war. He wore a good suit 
of biue with a slouch hat and showed him- 
self to be a thorough gentleman, speaking 
English readily. He told Mr. Ferrira there 
were about 235,000 troops in the field and 
seemed certain of ultimate victory. He saw 
orders signed by the heads of the Cuban 
government which had come from the cen- 
tral camp at Cubitas and saw they were 
recognized as higher than the military au- 
thority, but did not see any of the officials 
themselves. 

The Spanich troops, he says, are extremely 
ignorant and disreputable in appearancc, al- 
though the officers are able men. One of 
them, an infantry officer named Monato, had 
served in the English army in India and in 
all branches of the French service. 8 


NEW PHASE TO THE SITUATION. 


Now Asserted Foreign Powers Will 
Regard Intervention as an Act 
of Bad Faith.

“The most serious complication of the 
war situation developed tonight. 

The powers of Europe seem intlined te 
interfere. Those powers which recently 
sent a note to President McKinley suggest- 
ing the advisability of preserving the peace, 
are said to be considerably disturbed at the 
news that the President's message is to rec- 
ommend intervention. It is said the re- 
ports of the powers in question declare that 
Spain has complied with every request 
made of her by President McKinley. They 
declare that President McKinley in all his 
correspondenge with Spain has never asked 
for Cuban i pendence. They say that in 
view of the fact that Spain by her new offer 
has done everything she was asked to do, the 
proposed intervention is practically an act 
of bad faith to the powers. 

“It will be recalled that Assistant Secre- 
tary Day about ten days ago gave out infor- 
mation that Spain, in answer to a note, 
asked if negotiations were based on Cuban 
independence as a precedent condition, and 
that the State department cabled back an 
affirmative answer. If it is now true that 
President McKinley never suggested Cuban 
independence the United States is in an em- 
barrassing position diplomatically. 

Republican leaders are much concerned 
and are in a quandary as to what we should 
do. They are anxiously awaiting the pre- 
sentation of the correspondence, so that they 
may judge whether this country has been 
compromised. Should it happen that we are 
in a bad position diplomatically, the only 
way to extricate ourselves is to declare war 
on the strength of the Muthe disaster. An- 
other way out of it would to recognize 
Cuban independence and declare for armed 
intervention, ignoring the diplomatic en- 
tanglement entirely.“

Fuel from This Side Goes to the Tor-

Philadelphia, Pa., April 10.—The British 
steamship Hampstead has been chartered to 
carry 2.800 tons of coal to the Cape Verde 
Islands, the present rendezvous of the Span- 
ish torpedo flotilla, and the cargo will be 
loaded either at this port or Norfolk. This 
circumstance is unusual, and is looked upon 
as significant in view of the fact that in 
shipping circles it cannot be recalled when 
coal was ever shipped to any of the Canary 
Islands.

CONGRESS 1S WARY 


Sees Only Trickery in the So- 
Called Armistice. 


THERE WILL BENO DELAY 


— Ignored. 


READY TO FORCE THE ISSUE. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—[Special. ]— 
„ so-called armistice amounts to 
nothing,” -said Representative Hopkins, 
* and it will have no effect here. An armistice 
has practically been in effect for three 
months, as Spanish troops have done no 
fighting. There will be no change in the 
President's message. The Queen has known 
our position for a week and should not have 
waited until the last moment to make her 
proposals. They do not amount to any- 
thing, and it is another Spanish trick to 
further delay matters. I look for the Presi- 
dent's message on Monday, and. a resolu- 
tion will be passed by Wednesday.” 

“TI have very meager information as to 
the armistice,” said Uncle Joe Cannon of 
Illinois. “If Spain is ready to get out of 
Cuba without a fight, and it means Cuban 
independence, I am much gratified. No one 
Wants war. It takes two to make an 
armistice, and I understand the insurgents 
will not agree to one. But if Spain's decree 
does not grant independence, it means noth- 
ing, as we are not a party to it and will pro- 
ceed as if it had not been promulgated. ; 

‘‘ There is absolutely no meaning to Spain's 
so-called armistice so far as we are con- 
cerned,“ ald Representative Connolly to- 
night. “It takes two parties to agree to 
an armistice or any other contract. It will 
have no effect on the action of Congress 
or the Executive unless the six powers 
know that this is the preliminary step to 
Spain’s withdrawal from Cuba. It this is 
the case they should communicate with the 
President in a way to satisfy him. He, in 
turn, should give the Foreign Affairs com- 
mittees of both Houses information with 
which they could satisfy the bodies they 
represent. If the powers know that Spain 
is preparing to withdraw from Cuba and 
advises us of this fact, and Congress forces 
a war upon Spain, she would have the sym- 
pathy of the powers with her. But 1 do 
not believe this is the case and can see 
nothing but another Spanish trick for de- 
lay in Spain’s latest proposal. Congress 
will take action unless we have the word 
of the powers, as no more Spanish promises 
will be taken.” 


Two to Make a Bargain. 

„It takes two to agree to an armistice,” 
said Representative Boutell of Chicago, 
“The insurgents have said all along they 
will not agree to it. I do not see that Spain's 
decree will have any effect at all. There is 
no reason for delay, and the President's mes- 
sage will be sent in tomorrow. We have 
nothing to do with an armistice or a cessa- 
tion of hostilities. That is a matter which 
concerns Spain and Cuba alone, and the in- 
surgents have repeatedly put themselves on 
record as being against anything except ab- 
solute independence.“ ‘ 

“If Congress does not receive President 
McKinley's message tomorrow,” said Rep- 
reséntative Warner of Clinton, it will over- 
ride the President and pass a resolution pro- 
viding for armed intervention and independ- 
ence, and I will vote for it. The armistice 
proposition is a humbug and will have no 
effect on the United States. The Cubans 
will not agree to it, and they won't let up a 
minute, the rainy season is their best time 
for fighting, and they would be a pack of 
idiots to stop now.

ARMISTICE PLEASES ELKINS. 


West Virginia Senator Declares Spain 
Has Taken First Step Toward 
Recognition. 


‘Washington, D. C., April 10.—[{Special. I 
Senator Elkins of West Virginia, the leader 
of the peace-at-any-price party, when asked 
this afternoon to express his opinion regard- 
ing the alleged armistice proposed by the 
Spanish government, said: 

I consider it the opening sentence of the 
solution to the Cuban trouble. It means 
everything to the insurgents and to the 
Americans. It eventually means Cuba’s in- 
dependence. If the United States govern- 
ment notifies Spain that the disorder on the 
island must cease, and that armistice causes 
a cessation of hostilities for six months, and 
then Spain begins the war again, this gov- 
ernment would say: ‘Hold on. I told yod 
six months ago to stop, and stop you must,’ 
But if, on the other hand, the insurgents and 
Spain can come to an agreement for a peace- 
able settlement of their differences during 
the armistice, would it not be a better way 
of settling the trouble? 

“All we can do, all we can say at most; is 
that the revolt of the Cubans and the con- 
dition of affairs upon their island is a menace 
to our business interests, to our commerve, 
to our sense of right, to our sense of decency, 
or, as the President expresses it, it is in- 
sufferable, and all we can do is to order it 
to stop. 

We have no right to interfere and recog- 
nize the independence of the Cubans any 
more than Great Britain had to interfere in 
our civil war, and if we do we will set up a 
precedent which some day may come back 
to us to our own great discomfiture. 

“We may order the conditions of affairs 
to cease and may use our best efforts to 
carry into effect our order, but we have no 
possible right to take sides and recognize 
the independence of the insurgents. Our 
revolution is continually cited as an author- 
ity for doing this, but no country recognized 
us until we had driven the British from oir 
shores, and the insurgents have not done 

that. 

They say I am unpatriotic because I am 
not for war. Am I unpatriotic because I do 
not want to see my country take what I con- 
sider to be a false step? If Great Britain 
had interfered the confederacy would have 
been victorious. At that time we said: 
Keep your hands off, this is our affair,’ and 
now we must teach ourselves the same lesson 
of control. I am for my own country first, 
and if I have anything left after that I am 
willing to give it to Cuba, but my own coun- 
try first. 

It's easy enough for me to sit here end 
vote for you young fellows to go to war. 
No, it would not be war. it would be certain 
death. I don’t mean the bullets. I am not 


afraid of those. That's a chance you must 


take, but I am unwilling to send you boys 
down to that pestilence stricken land to die 
of fever to give the best island on the face 
of the globe to a people who will later tarn 
around and order us off the premises. 

‘If, however, it is discovered and proved 
that Spain actually destroyed the Maine, 
which I fully believe she did, then a state of 
war has existed between this country and 
Spain ever since the night of Feb. 15, and 
then, I say, let the war goon. But that is 
another matter and has not been decided yet, 
and is not the one we are now considering. 

In the history of Spanish government 
she has never before bowed so low. Never 
before has she made a concession so hum- 
bling to her. She is simply building a ladder 
to crawl down and it is sometimes wise to 
let a fellow craw] down his own way. To 
my mind this is the beginning of the end of 
the Spanish government.” | 

What do you consider would be the 
action for Congress to take in this matter?’ 
was asked the Senator, and in reply he said: 

If Congress would pass a resolution pro- 
viding that the disorder and hostilities upon 
the Island of Cuba must cease and authoriz- 
ing the President to use the naval and land 
forces to carry into effect this resolution, I 
think the end would be accomplished, The. 
armistice would provide for a cessation of 
hostilities for six months, and if Spain | 
showed treachery at the end of that time or 
during the armistice it would lie in the power 
of the President to instantly intervene. Cu- 
ba, if she accepts the armistice, can demand 
almost anything she wants, for Spain will 
not be allowed to begin again the hostilities, 
Spain knows that Cuba is lost and she is 
only trying to find the most comfortable and 
convenient exit.“ |

By day nothing is so feeble as a torpedo 
boat. It must get within half a mile of its 
mark ere it can spit its venom, and this it 
cannot do. It is as swift in flight and as 
harmless in offense as a rabbit. Its sides are 
so frail that the smallest rapid-firing gun 
will riddle it. When it was pointed out to 
Mr. Edison that many fears were felt on 
account of Spain’s torpedo fleet, he said it 
was easy to do away with their possibilities 


for harm. 
“J would suggest, said he, that in ad- 


canisters of calcium carbide, with a small 
quantity of calcium phosphide mixed in, be 
placed near the scouting boats or fired into 
the water at a distance from a mortar. These 
canisters, being provided with buoyant 
chambers and water vents, would give off 
acetylene gas, and also spontaneously in- 
flammative phosphoretted hydrogen, which 
would serve to ignite continuously the 
acetylene gas. The result would be power- 
ful lights, very cheaply produced, in great 
numbers over an area of several square 
miles. Any torpedo boat coming nearer than 
ong of these lights would be thrown in 
sithoutte, which, to the eye, would be at 
feast fifty times more powerful than the 
small reflection from the light-absorbing 
surface of a torpedo boat illuminated by the 
most powerful electric light.’’ 

In a word, the light would be behind it, in- 
stead of on the nearer side of it. Not only 
can the chemical combination be employed 
to keep torpedo boats away, as already 
shown, but canisters of it, being very light 
in weight, can be hurled for several miles 
from a pneumatic gun.

Thus the control of the trolley business is 
broken, and the use of a trailing, freely- 
mounted trolley arm pressed up against an 
dverhead conductor is no Jonger vested in 
two companies. It is said this wil! prove of 
immense importance to the surface rail- 
roads in this country. 

The Van de Poele patents have been in liti- 
gation ever since the second week follow-* 
ing their issue. The principal patent was 
issued to the administrator of Van de Poele, 
and became the property of the Thomson 
Houston Electric company, a branch of the 
General Electric company, and was the main 
weapon of the attack of the General Electric 
company against the Westinghouse com- 
pany. 

After a protracted and expensive contest 
between these two companies before Judge 
Townsend of Connecticut the patent was 
sustained. The Walker company of Cleve- 
land appeared as a bidder for a share of the 
trolley business of the country, was sued, 
and was enjoined under Judge Townsend's 
decision, but it obtained new counsel and 
fought the patent energetically, sparing 
neither trouble nor expense. Its efforts have 
finally resulted in the decision noted. 

In what is known as the Hoosick case 
a lower court upheld Judge Townsend's de- 
cision, but the Circuit Court of Appeals de- 

the case in favor of the Walker com- 
pany, holding the patents invalid as to the 
five claims made, and thus practically re- 
versed the Townsend decision. 

The owners of the patent then shifted the 
ground of attack to two of its other claims, 
in February last. Judge Lacombe decided in 
favor of the patent on the two new claims, 
but the Circuit Court of Appeals has just 
reversed the decision, and has practically 
held the entire patent void.

MAY REACH ONE HUNDRED 


Sixty-nine Bodies Already Taken 
from the Snow. 


REVISED LIST OF VICTIMS. 


Seattle, Wash., April 10.—Later . details 
received here today from Alaska increase 
the horrors of the avalanche in the Chil- 
koot Pass. Sixty-nine bodies have thus far 
been recovered and the names of 150 per- 
sons have been reported as unaccounted for. 
It is possible that some of these had suc- 
needed in crossing the pass before the ava- 
lanche occurred. A conservative estimate 
is that between 75 and 100 persons were 
killed. The following is a revised list of 
the identified dead:

and day ever since last Sunday, being gradu- 
ally more systematized, and consequently 
meeting with better results. Thus far work 
has been confined to the outskirts of the 
slide in the hope of rescuing those who are 
injured but not yet dead. 

The main body of the avalanche, which is 
estimated to be fifty feet deep and 150 yards 
long, has not yet been touched. If there are 
any bodies underneath they cannot be res- 
cued in time to save life. Four men were 
taken out alive after they had been buried 
for nineteen hours. In many instances the 
bodies of the dead are not bruised in the 
slightest, indicating that they were suffocat- 
ed in the snow. 5 

As soon as received the bodies are carried 
to Sheep Camp, where an improvised morgue 
has been constructed. A public meeting was 
held and committees were appointed to take 
charge of the dead and look for the wounded. 
All that can possibly be done to relieve the 
horror of the situation has been done. 

The accident was one that could not have 
been foreseen, and it will be one that its 
likely to happen at any time when like con- 
ditions exist. It is stated, however, that 
some warning of the impending disaster was 
given by the native Indian packers, who are 
said to have deserted the trail when the 
heavy snow of Saturday and Sunday night 
set in. 

Many bodies that were unclaimed have 
been buried near the scene of the disaster. 
Thirteen bodies reached this city today on 
the steamers City of Seattle and Australia.

The charge struck Grampner in the face, 
out tho range being long the shot did little 
more than pierce the skin. However, several 
shot struck Grampner about the eyes and 
for some time he was blind from pain.

FIRE AT THE POLICE 


Three Supposed Burglars 
Use Their Revolvers. - 


OFFICERS RETURN 


SHOTS. 


| Fugitives Escape in a Buggy by 
Furious Driving. 


LARGE CROWD IS ATTRACTED 


During the pursuit of three supposed 
turglars by Policemen Baynes and Weinrich 
ofthe Larrabee Street Station early last 
night in Carl street, near La Salle avenue, 
ten or a dozen shots were exchanged. One 
of the fugitives is supposed to have been 
thot in the back and perhaps mortally hurt. 
The noise of the shooting drew a great crowd 
to the scene, but fortunately none of the by- 
standers wag hit by the flying bullets. 

Baynes and Weinrich, who are ununi- 
formed policemen, were walking north in La 
Salle avenue near Carl street when they ob- 
served two men standing in an alley. As the 
officers approached a third man in a buggy 
near by whistled and the two suspected men 
jumped into the vehicle and drove furiously 
west in Carl street. The policemen called on 
the men to surrender. The answer was a 
shot that whirred close by Baynes’ head. 
Baynes’ revolver. missed fire five times be- 
fore it was discharged, but Weinrich shot 
six times while the buggy was yet in range. 
The three fugitives abandoned the lines and 
the horse ran from one side of the street 
to the other and almost overturned the 
buggy several times. At Wells street there 
was a narrow escape from collision with a 
cable train. | 

The policemen pursued and kept well in 
sight of the buggy as it passed south in 
Wells street to Division. The fugitives fled 
westward in Division street across the river. 
Later in the evening a trio answering to 
their description was heard from in the 
extreme northern part of the city. 

The men were well dressed and it is be- 
lieved they can be identified. One is 24 or 
25 years old, five feet five inches tall, stout, 
clean shaven, and wears a black sack coat 
and black stiff hat. Another is 18 years old, 
slim, and wears dark clothes and hat. The 
third is about 82 years old, has a dark mus- 
tache, dark clothing, and a dark stiff hat. 
The bay horse showed the effects of hard 
driving. 

At 2:30 o'clock this morning no arrests 
had been made in the case, though all the 
policemen in the city had been ordered to 
be on the lookout for suspects.

IS ran MANEUVERING FOR DELAY! 

The only event to disturb the quiet of 
the last two days, while the country is wait- 
ing in suspense for the message of Presi- 
dent McKinley, that has been looked upon 
as likely to determine the question of peace 
or war between the United States and 
Spain, comes in the form of an announce- 
ment that Minister Woodford has been 
officially informed that the Spanish Cabinet. 
has at last complied with the appeals of the 
Pope for an armistice with the Cuban insur- 
gents and instructed Captain General 
Blanco to issue a proclamation to that 
effect. This step is the more surprising in 
view of the defiant answer returned to the 
request of the United States for a suspen- 
sion of hostilities and that relief be afforded 
to the starving reconcentrados, as well as 
the still more significant rejection only two 
‘days ago of the urgent appeals of the Pope 
to avoid war. The result reached—if of 
the character described—is probably due to 
the continued appeals by the Pope, backed 
by an official call of the foreign Ambas- 
sadors in Madrid upon the Spanish Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs on Saturday. This, 
at least, is distinctly hinted by the Correo, 
a Spanish official organ, when it says: 
While America asked for an armistice, Spain 
refused, but to the voice of Europe and the Pope 
even Spain, without dishonor, may accept the ar- 
yangement proposed in the interests of peace. 
In the absence of more specific details of 
the ministerial program it is difficult to con- 
ceive how the plan for an armistice is to be 
earried into effect by the simple proclama- 
tion of one of the parties to the contest. As 
for the insurgents, they declare they will 
not accept an armistice at the request of the 
Pope or the great European powers, and 
there is no evidence that there have been 
any negotiations with them on thé subject; 
in fact, it might be fatal to any agent of the 
Spanish government to seek to present the 
proposition in a formal manner. 
no occasion for any such step with the 
United States, since there is no war be- 
tween it and Spain—though 
It is impossible, therefore, to regard the 
story, so far as this country is concerned, in 
any other light than, as Secretary Sherman 
has described it, simply ridiculous.” 

But the demands which Spain is repre- 
sented to be making upon the United States 
in this connection are stated as follows: 


First—The United States immediately to cease 
giving moral and material support to the insur-

American ports? 


_ Aecording to latest Washington advices 
the Spanjgh Minister last night delivered 
to the State department a document from 
the Spanish government, apparently in the 
form of a final appeal.

HISTORY REPEATING ITSELF. 
The report coming from the Madrid cor- 
respondent of a New York paper, insinu- 
ating that Minister Woodford has been 
playing at cross purposes with the author- 
ities in Washington in conducting his nego- 
tiations with the Spanish Cabinet, will 
searcely be accepted without confirmatory 
evidence of a positive character. And yet 
there are indications that the Spanish Cabi- 
net has been using some of its character- 
istic duplicity in connection with Cuban 
affairs—but whether to the extent of mis- 
leading Gen. Woodford or with his participa- 
tion and connivance remains to de proved. 
One of the conspicuous evidences of such 
duplicity is to be found in the false reports 
emanating from a member of the Spanish 
Cabinet in regard te President McKinley’s 
alleged acceptance of the mediation of the 
Pope between Spain and the United States, 
Although this has been acknowledged to be 
au error and has been formally apologized 
for, the acknowledgment did not come until 
after the exposure of the fraud and there 
are strong reasons for believing that it was 
intended to deceive.

DEEP WATER CANALS AMD NAVAL DE- 
VELOPMENT. 

Under the title “ The Great Lakes and 

the Modern Navy Lieutenant J. H. Gib- 

bons of the United States navy discusses 


at considerable length in the North Amer- 


ican Review for April the wants and pos- 
sibilities of development of both our mer- 
chant and naval marine by the utilization 
of elements now beginning to manifest 
themselves in the great lake region of the 
North. | 

That a development of the sort indicated 
is in progress is evident from the statement 
in the report of the Commissioner of Navi- 
gation for 1897 to the effect that, for the 
first time in our history, the great lake re- 
gion “has built more tonnage than all the 
rest of the country.” Although the num- 
ber of vessels was relatively smaller—120 
on the lakes to 187 for the rest of the coun- 
try—the proportion of tonnage stood as 
116,937 for the former to 115,206 for the 
latter. | , 

This is a somewhat surprising showing 
as indicating the growth of our lake marine 
as compared with that on both the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts. This is only partially 
accounted for by the fact that the nine 
‘States bordering on the lakes embrace more 
than one-third of the population of the 
whole country, while their six principal 
cities contain an aggregate of over three 
millions, to say nothing of hundreds of 
smaller but prosperous towns. Evidently 
the writer looks to the continued increase 
in our agricultural products and lumber 
manufacture throughout this region, and 
finally to the wonderful discoveries of iron 
ore during recent years in the Lake Super- 
ior region, as the explanation of what he 
calls an unparalleled commercial and mar- 
itime growth.” To the latter in large part 
are due some of the most important improve- 
ments in naval architecture and the fact 
that this country is taking a front rank 
among the nations of the earth in steel 
manufacture, now so important an element 
in ship-building, either for merchant or 
naval vessels. 

So far England is our principal rival in 
this line, but this can scarcely be main- 
tained in view of the fact that that coun- 
try is now compelled to import its steel- 
making ores from mines in the northern part 
of Spain, which are being rapidly exhaust- 
ed, while the supplies from Sweden are 
dificult of access and expensive on account 
of transportation. On the other hand, the 
supplies of steel-making iron ore in the 
Superior région are practically exhaustless 
and easy of access. Its enormous develop- 
ment within the last ten years is shown 
by the fact that the amount of capital in- 
vested in mining and transportation facili- 
ties is now estimated at $234,000,000. 

Now that steel has become so important 
a factor in vessel construction Lieutenant 
Gibbons is of the opinion that it must have 
a potent influence upon the industry in the 
lake region. But in order that the country 
may reap the fullest advantage from it a 
system of deep waterways from the lakes to 
the Atlantic coast is indispensable. What 
is possible to be accomplished in this line 
is shown by the Chicago Drainage Canal, 
which, although not constructed pri- 
marily for navigation purposes, will ha ve 
a capacity equal to, if not greater than, the 
great Manchester Canal, though construct- 
ed at about half the cost of the latter. As 
to the lesson to be drawn from this work, 
Lieutenant Gibbons says: ; 

If the City of Chicago can demonstrate practi- 
cally that deep water canal building has been 
brought within the bounds of reasonable cost, the 
general government must, in response to urgent 
appeals from a large section of the country inter- 
ested, soon pass beyond the stage of preliminary 
investigation to that of definite action. 

Lieutenant Gibbons accepts the conclusion 
of the United States Deep Water Ways 
commission that “it is entirely feasible to 
construct such canals and develop such 
channels as will give 28 feet of water from 
the great lakes to the seaboard.” This could 
be accomplished, starting from the heads 
of Lakes Michigan and Superior, by the 
most eligible routes through the lakes and 
their immediate channels, and the proposed 
Niagara ship canal, connecting Lakes Erie 
and Ontario, thence to the Atlantic sea- 
board, (1) by way of the St. Lawrence 
River; (2) by the St. Lawrence, Lake Cham- 
plain, and the Hudson River; or (3) by the 
Jswego-Oneida-Mohawk Valley route and 
the Hudson. Separate sections of these 
works could be constructed at different 
times, though the Niagara ship canal and 
the deepening of the intermediate lake 
channels should be undertaken first. The 
bearing of these enterprises upon future 
development of our navy, and its most ef- 
fective use in case of war, will be readily 
appreciated. 

Considerable space is devoted to discus- 
sion of the personnel of our navy and the 
maintenance of a naval reserve, which, 
though important, would require too much 
space properly to present in this article. 
The conclusions which Lieutenant Gibbons 
reaches are briefly summarized as follows: 

1. The great lakes region has developed the iron 


and steel industry to a degree that es it to 
Surpass all the rest of the United in the 
important industry of ship-bullding. 

2. The improvements in canal make it 
only a question of time when this will have 


a deep water outlet to the sea. 
3. The result of this deep waterway will be the 
rehabilitation of our merchant marine and the 
creation of an extensive foreign trade carried in 
American bottoms. |

PLANT HAS QUEER TRAITS. 

A new plant of extraordinary beauty, dis- 
covered in the Himalayas, has recently been 
cultivated. Placed on a shelf in a moderate-. 
ly warm room, the dry bulb, without having

been planted, produces a flower that unfolis 

and blooms in midwinter. This curious plant 

belongs to the family of the calla lily. Its 

scientific name is savromatum pedatum, and 

its bulbs are round and flat at the top. 

The petal is of a rich, deep crimson, ex- 
tending from a greenish yellow calyx, the 
inner surface of whose extremity shows 
crimson spots on a yellow ground. After 
blooming the planted bulb bears long, point- 
ed leaves on a spotted stem, while the un- 
one soon perishes.—_New York Her-

H. WHARTON IS NOT DEAD. 


FALSE REPORT CAUSES PREPARA- 
TIONS FOR HIS FUNERAL. 


Falls from His Horse at the Union 
Stock-Yards and Is Seriously In- 
jured, but a Surgical Operation 
Saves His Life — Published Notice 
That He Had Expired Causes His 
‘Ledge to Make Arrangements for 
His Obsequies.

A paper which has no Sunday issue pub- 
lished a report on Saturday morning that 
Henry Wharton of 735 Gordon street had 
been thrown from his horse in the Stock- 
Yards and fatally injured. To make the 
story good and add an air of verisimilitude 
to an otherwise bald and varnished tale 
rumor soon magnified the result into an 
actual death. F 

Now, Mr. Wharton is an active and well 
liked member of Spartacus Lodge, K. P., 
which has its Castle Hall at Forty-second 
and Halsted streets, and the lodge at its 
regular session on Saturday night resolved 
itself into a memorial meeting. Speeches 
laudatory of the late lamented "* were free- 
ly indulged in and resolutions were adopted. 
One member suggested the lodge set aside 
$25 to be spent in flowers for the funeral, 
and another thought a still better tribute 
would be for all the members to attend the 
funeral in a body. Both suggestions were 
adopted. 

About that time a member who had hither- 
to remained silent arose in the rear of the 
hall and said: 

cannot tell you how glad I am to learn 
the high esteem in which Brother Wharton 
is held by the members of this lodge. What 


makes it more pleasing is Brother Wharton 


himself will be able to know how well you 
think of him. For it is my glad privilege to 


tell you that he is a long way from being 
dead. In fact, with ordinary luck he ought 
to be out of the hospital in about a week.“ 

The facts are that Mr. Wharton, while 
riding in at the main gate of the Stock-Yards, 
was thrown from his horse by the turning of 
the loose saddle girth. He fell heavily upon 
his head and was picked up unconscious by 
Assistant Superintendent D. G. Gray of the 
Stock-Yards. The police ambulance was 
called and the injured man was taken to the 
Englewood Union Hospital. 

Late on Saturday night an operation was 
performed which relieved the bone pressure 
on the brain and after it was over the sur- 
geons pronounced the patient practically 
out of danger. 

Mr. Wharton ts 56 years old and has been 
a well known man about the yards for a 
great many years. He is a commission mer- 
chant dealing in live stock. His condition 
is steadily tmproving, and the hospital at- 
tendants say there is no reason to doubt his 


recovery. 


RATS AND MICE ELECTROCUTED. 


The latest device for catching rats and 
mice and killing them is by the use of elec- 
tricity. The appearance of the machine is 
very simple. The platform is of metal and 


connected with one pole of the battery, while 
the other pole is insulated by a glass rest 
and resembles somewhat the case for electric 
light bulbs. In the center is the wire of the 
other pole, made into a hook bait, upon 
which the cheese is placed. The trap is opera- 
tive only when the two poles are connected 
by some other medium. The current may be 
turned on and yet never ve any effect 
unless both the metal platform and the 
hook are simultaneously connected. The 
plan is to bait the hook and thus attract the 
rats and mice, which will have to mount the 
platform to get at the cheese, As soon as

‘MARQUISE DE FORPENOY'S LEPTER,

By the almost unanimous vote of “ political 
censure,’ which has just been passed by the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies upo ex- 
Premier Crispi in connection with the dis- 
graceful Bank of Naples frauds, the political 
career of this veteran statesman, who com- 
menced life as a manufacturer and designer 
of infernal machines and bombs for the as- 
sassination of monarchs, and is today by 
virtue of his knighthood of the Order of the 
Annunciation a cousin of his King and 
Queen, may be said to have been brought to 
an end. 

A few months after Crispi last went out of 
office several million francs were found miss- 
ing from the assets of the Bank of Naples, 
which is under government control. Baron 
Favilla, the governor of the institution, was 
arrested and excused himself on the ground 
that he had been compelled to advance the 
money to Crispi, and to Crispi’s universally 
unpopular wife, while the former was 
Premier 


Favilla furnished proofs of this, proofs so 
strong that Crispi was compelled to admit 
their authenticity. But he excused himself 
on the ground that he had required the money 
to a great extent for political purposes, and 
that he had refunded the major portion 
thereof, it being pretty generally known that 
King Humbert advanced him a sum of at 
least 4,000,000 francs for the purpose out 
of his own purse. aa, 


self a good deal of the mon rispi 
claims to have returned. At any rate, it has 
not been found among the assets of the bank. 
These facts having been clearly demon- 
strated and brought to light by a Parlla- 
mentary commission, the Legislature was 
called upon to determine three questions 
which were submitted to it: First of al, 
whether, as a Knight of the Order of the 
Annunciation and as an ex-Premier, Crispi 
could be tried by ordinary criminal courts; 
secondly, whether there were grounds 
for his impeachment in the Senate; and 
thirdly, what form the penalty for his finan- 
cial indiscretions should take. 

Remembrance of the eminent services 
which he had rendered to his country and 
to the cause of Italy’s unity, and likewise 
peremptory commands on the part of King 
Humbert to Premier Rudini to let the old 
man down as gently as possible and to ab- 
stain from all further legal ‘proceédings 
against him, resulted in the Legislature pass- 


that, while it accepted the report of the 
Parliamentary committee, which proves the 
ex-Premier’s guilt, yet it saw no ground 
either for a prosecution in the criminal 
courts or for an impeachment by the Senate, 
and considered that justice will be satisfied 
by a vote of political censure.”’ 


This, while it saves Crispi from the 


effect of closing his political career forever, a 
sad ending after all, but one which has long 
been foreseen. For, easy as is the code of 
morality, of honor, and even of ordinary 
honesty, throughout southern Europe, and 
especially in Italy, Crisp] has repeatedly 
shocked even his own countrymen by his 
offenses against it, and there is no doubt that 
had it not been for his merits and services as 
a statesman he would long ago have been 
not merely subjected to ostracism of the most 
drastic character, but likewise to all sorts 
of legal penalties. 


Thus it need only be recalled that he has 
deen guilty of bigamy, which, perpetrated 
while in office, resulted in not only his own 
withdrawal from the administration, but 
likewise in that of his former friend and col- 
league, Baron Nicotera, who had involvod 
himself in the scandal by his endeavors to 
it.

to the Sicilian Prince, Linguaglossa, 
born quite a number of years before the 
marriage of her mother to the old states- 
man. And the present Mme. Crispi's ante- 
cedents have been of so stormy a character

I don't 
think any more patriotic American breathes 
than he, and no man would give his last 
drop of blood more quickly than he in be- 
half of the flag whose honor he has so jeal-
